1.  MILK  SUPPLY 


Milk  production  continues  to  be  the  major 
agricultural  industry.  Supplies  are  collected,  at  the  fanes 
in  transport  organised  by  the  various  milk  depots  only  one 
of  which  is  actually  situated  in  the  Council's  area.  The 
modernisation  of  the  farm  buildings  including  new  cowhouses 
and  dariies  has  mr.de  satisfactory  progress,  and  the  number  of 
farms  that  have  attained  Attested  standard  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  adjoining  districts.

1.  WATER  - In  spite  of  continuing  restrictions  imposed  on  bulk 
supplies  of  water  from  the  Yyrxajy  Aqueduct,  the  Local 
Water  Authority  has  prepared  mains  extension  schemes 
in  the  Parishes  of  Iscoyd,  Bronington?  and  Hanmer. 
Approval  to  proceed  with  these  schemes  which  are  mainly 
for  the  benefit  of  agricultural  holdings  is  anticipated 
at  an  early  date.  The  Council  is  negotiating  with  a 
local  Estate  concerning  the  transfer  of  its  water  supply 
undertaking  in  order  to  carry  out  proposed  extensions 
to  agricultural  and  other  premises  without  an  adequate 
water  s uppiy . 


2.  SEWERAGE  AM)  gmiGE  DISPOSAL  - No  further  progress  has  been 

made  towards  the  installation  of  a modern  sewage  disposal 
system  at  3angor~is~y-c oc&,  although  an  outline  scheme 
has  been  accepted  in  principle  by  the  appropriate 
Government  Department.  Generally  sewage  disposal  is 
not  keeping  pace  with  water  supply  distribution.  An 
unbalanced  position  is  thereby  created  resulting  in 
increased  danger  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams. 

3*  PUBLIC  CLEATS  TNG  - The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse 
continues  s at isf actor ily  in  the  larger  populated 
villages  of  the  district,  and  the  establishment  of 
a comprehensive  Scheme  for  thowhole  of  the  Council's 
area  is  still  under  review.
